COOVER HAS HATE 
‘FOR JUST ONE MAN’ 


Defaulting Waynesboro Cashier 
Threatens Other Will Serve 
Double Jail Time. 


(By Associated Presa) 
Casper, Wyo, 
Sept 28.—The loss 
of life late 
last night when a Chi­ 
cago, 
Burlington and Quincy 
pas­ 
senger train went through a bridge 
over Colt* 
Creek, 14 
miles east of 
here, is estimated at approximately 
40 persons. 
The stream, ordinarily 
dry during the summer, was swollen 
into a raging torrent by heavy rains 
of yesterday and the roar of rushing 
water 
over the 
coaches 
could be 
heard three miles today. 
One 
passenger 
coach was swept 
IOO yards into the Platte river which 
at that point 
is more than a 
mile 
wide. 
It is believed that no passen­ 
ger 
in that 
coach was saved, 
be­

have given aid the coach had rolled 
over on 
its side 
and had 
become 
completely submerged. 
Estimates of the number of dead 
differed at 7 o’clock this 
morning.
